other blacks do not feel degraded 
when they are called "nigger" by 
other blacks. However, when white 
people used the term, their inten- 
tion is to degrade and humiliate a 
black person and his race. So, the 
intent of the person using the word 
is the key element in racism. 

Nevertheless, to use a word that 
was created by your enemy dis- 
plays the propaganda power of 
racism. In other words, racism is so 
deeply ingrained in our culture, 
that it is also a part of the victim's 
psyche. The vocabulary of racism 
is used, even, by its victims. It's in 
the dictionary, Unfortunately, the 
use of racist verbiage has reached 
the same level of acceptance as the 
ings of self-hatred that blacks 
have. 

This is perhaps characteristic of 
the long-term oppression of a peo- 
ple. Eventually, if they live long 
enough, they wil! accept their own 
oppressive condition. They will 
accept their personal and racial in- 
feriority. Then, they will try to be

like their oppressor. The odd thing 
is that the person uses the term 
"nigger" doesn't think of its ugly 
origin (it was created by the white 
slave-master) and original purpose 
(to show blacks how much whites 
hate them) when he uses the term. 
He thinks it's “hip.” 

The black person who calls an- 
other black a "nigger" is removing 
himself from the struggle against 
those who oppress him. In effect, 
he is saying, "look, 1 know I'm a 
‘nigger’ and you are a ‘nigger,’ too, 
since you look like me. We are 
both inferior and when I call you 
‘nigger’ I am just calling you what 
we both know that you arc. It's silly 
to get upset just because someone 
calls you a ‘nigger.’

maturity skills. While this is good 
for the company doing the hiring 
to have a pool of over qualified 
workers to choose from, it spells 
bad news for the novices. 

Young people who are just 
graduating from high school or 
college are already at a disad- 
vantage because they have not 
had the opportunity to develop a 
lengthy work tack record. Many 
of their skills still need to be en- 
hanced, and they have to work on 
improving their employability 
skills. In order for them to do this, 
they have to be able to be given 
the opportunity to start some- 
where. 

I'm sure many of you know of 
some young person who is logk- 
ing for a job. It'might be your 
child, a neighbor's, friend's or rel- 
ative's child. You can help them, 
and they need it, Ask the owner 
of the store where you may shop 
about their hiring policies, Find 
out if the company you do busi- 
ness with has an apprenticeship or 
training program. Let these busi- 
nesses know that you expect them 
to contribute back to the commu- 
nity by giving these young people 
opportunities to work. 

If the businesses respond pos- 
itively to you, but say that b 
cause of cconomic condition 
they cannot do anymore hiring, at 
least ask them to conduct cm- 
ployability skill classes for these 
young people. Any contribution 

ey can make would be appreci- 
and certainly it is needed. 

Of course, if the businesses 
respond in a negative manner, 
then you need to stop supporting 
them with your — hard-carned 
money. If you assume no respon- 
sibility, and just spend your 
money without expecting some 
measure of accountability and 
sensitivity, then you are helping 
to encourage these arrogant atti- 


tudes which are far too often dis- 
played. You also are helping to 
compound the problem, because 
if these businesses feel that no 
one is going to hold them ac- 
countable, they will continue to 
act in a callous manner. 


As an individual, you can also 
help to counsel and provide guid- 
ance to these young people on an 
one-on-one basis. If you know 
how to write and put together a 
resume or carver portfolio, help a 
young person in developing onc 
for themselves. Give them advice 
on interviewing techniques, or 
how to write cover letters. Make 
suggestions on how they can im- 
prove their skills, Do some mock 
interviews with them, listen to 
how they might do one, and then 
give them some constrictive feed- 
back and criticism, 

Don't ever assume that they 
should already know how to do 
certain things, because a lot of 
them haven't been given instruc- 
tion in this area, That is one of the 
major problems which is not be- 
ing properly addressed in the 
schools. While some young pco- 
ple may have taken a carcer edu- 
cation course in high school, the 


quality of the curriculum may be 
very questionable, So your input, 
and suggestions are valuable to 
them. 

The unemployment problem 
among young African American 


crime rate continues to soar, If 
they can't get employment, ve 
often tum to illegal means 
making moncy, and it usually in- 
volves selling drugs. When you 
help to work on the unemploy- 
ment problem, you are also help- 
ing to combat the crime problem.

Koala finds haven at 
Bronx Zoo 


NEW YORK — A koala - one 
of the world’s most popular animals 
- will visit the Bronx Zoo from 
as 24 to July 15. The young fe- 

male's stay marks the first time a 
Koala will be seen at the Bronx Zoo 
in 70 years, 

The well-known ambassador of 
its Australia will allow visitors to 
learn about a most extraordinary 
creature and its threatened status in 
the wild, 

Few zoos outside Australia x- 
hibit koalas, mainly because the 
cuddly-looking animals are highly 
selective eaters. Not only do they 
restrict themselves to cucalyptus, 
but th only a few varieties of 
the more than 600 existing species 
of this plant, 

Fresh eucalyptus will be flown 
from Florida to New York twice 
weekly (for the duration of the 
koala's visit. Funding {or the ship- 
ments was provided by Warner 
Lambert, manufacturers of Hall's 
Mentholyptus Drops. 

Nocturnal (active at night) and 
arboreal (living in wees), koalas 
spend up to 20 hours a day sleeping 
in the forked branches of trees. 

Commonly known as a "koala 
bear,” the koala is really a marsu- 
pial and not a bear at all. All mar- 
supials carry their young in a 


pouch and, principally, are native 
to Australia and South America. 
Other well known marsupials in 
clude the wombat, kangaroo, wal 
laby and opossum 

On loan from the Los Angeles 
Zoo, the koala will be on exhibit 
inside the recently renovated beaux 
arts Zoo Center, located on the 
Zoo's Astor Court. Also exhibited 
at Zoo Center are the cadangered 
Asian elephant, the endangered 
Sumatran rhino and the endangered 
Malayan tapir.

happened between W.E.B. Du 
Bois and Booker T. Washington. 

Du Bois taught that blacks 
should press for integration and 
recant our own cultural and cco- 
nomic development. Booker T. 
Washington, on the other hand, 
instructed the masses toward a 
doctrine of self-reliance. One 
taught that "the white man's ice is 
colder and we should be allowed 
to use it immediately." The other 
admitted that whites indeed had 
colder ice, but that "we have the 
capability to make our Own just as 
cold." 

In the 1900s, it was Booker 
T's intent to create a cultural cli- 
mate within the black community 
that would foster our own cco- 
nomic development. Du Bois 
pressured for immediate entry to 
institutions already created for 
whites, Today, you see the results 
of this debate when major black 
groups such as the NAACP, Ur- 
ban League, SCLC, and our frats 
and sororitics, hold their annual 
conventions at the Hyatts, Hiltons 
and Holiday Inns. Instead of 


and economic isolation," stated 
Veiccoh Nghiwete, Namibia's 
representative to Washington.

After nearly two decades of 
apartheid rule, war and political 
instability, Namibia—the last 
colony in Africa—gained inde- 
pendence last year.

One newspaper report 
suggested that the continuation of 
sanctions is purely a function of 
ignorance, as many local policy- 
makers are unaware that 
Namibia's status has changed. 

Houston, ironically one of the 
cities that still maintains sanc- 
tions against Namibia, will be the 
venue for a seminar sponsored by 
the Namibia government aimed at 
reaching potential investors inter- 
ested in oil exploration, 

Recent studies have revealed 
that Namibia, bordered by South 
Africa and Angola may have 
promising deposits of oil and n; 
ural gas, Trade journals indicate 
that Namibia is home to the 
world's largest unexplored oil 
fields. 

The Persian Gulf and this 
country's dependence on Middle 
East oil gives special significance 
to the potential of new sources of 
oil. For Africa, the discovery of 
oil could provide an important 
economic path to greater develop- 
ment.
